Most of the. republican', leaders oE the 
Senate have signified' not only their will- 
ingness to further anti-trust legislation in 
accordance with the President's recommen- 
dations, but predict that such a hw will be 
enacted. Senator Hoar has said that be 
feared the short- Besilon-would not. afford 
an opportunity to do "the 'subject justice 
but, if a satisfactory law Ib passed by the 
House, it is not likely that the Senator 
from Massachusetts will stand' in its .way, 
Senator Lodge bas introduced a bill pro- 
viding for the reduction of the tariff on 
Imports from the Philippines, from 76 to 
25 per cent, of the Dingley rates. This 
bill is in entire accordance with the views 
of Secretary Root and Governor Toft and 
will doubtless become a law. It is further 
regarded' as paving the way for greater lib- 
erality with Cuba. Another important 
measure effecting the .Philippines, which 
Senator Lodge will bring In at an early 
date,', will provide for a gold-; standard la 
the islands. Vice-Goremor Luke Wrieht. 
who is in Washington, speaks is glowing 
terms of American administration in the 
islands and states that, when the two bills 
referred to' have been enacted,- the Philip- 
pines will ■ experience an era of prosperity 
heretofore known in the islands. 

The only cloud on the republican sky Is 
furnished by the Omnibus Territorial bill, 
Senator Beveridge and his committee after 
looking over the territories, reported ths 
bill with" the recommendation that only 
Oklahoma be admitted to statehood. The 
New England senators; all oppose the ad-, 
mission of the territories, but many of the 
western republicans belieye that it will be 
a mistake to refuse admission as republi- 
can sentiment is growing to the south, and;! 
with the personal popularity of the Presi- 
dent to incite it, together witb'the fact tnat 
the republican- party fathered their ; state- 
hood, it would be easy to make of the three 
territories steadfast adherents of republi- 
can principles. ' Senator Quay has by no 
means given up the Ggbt be bas been mak- 
ing in favor of the territories, and tbeae 
promises to be a sharp contest on the floor 
of the Senate before the matter ia disposed 
of. 

Tbo Senate Committee on Military Af- 
fairs has favorably reported the Militia 
Reorganization bill, which was introduced 
by Representative Dick and passed by the 
House at the lost session, This bill was 
originally drawn in .accordance with the' 
views of the Secretary bE War and provides 
fo: the orgonizatiod of the ."reserve mili- 
tary, strength"., of Jtbe nation. Briefly, it 
prjvldes for tbe'drill and armament of thB 
militia In accordance with the regulations 
prevailing inVthe . regular army. It per- 
mits the President, in time of war or emer- 
gency, to call on the governors of states for 
military assistance and permits the f 
the state' forces as entireties^ without sep- 
cruto enlistments or commissions.' It pro- 
vides for a reserve force of thoBe who have 
served in either the regular army or the 
militia, who shall meet from time to time 
for drill and camp service ahcT .'for a roll of 
officers' 'who, having served] for a* certain 
time shall pass an 'er'arnimUjori and be 
certified as worthy of commiBsions when 
such are required.

According to the view takdh by the 
Btate board of canvassers the referendum 
propositions submitted at. the last elec- 
tion have been defeated 'and are without 
effect so far as Influencing the action of 
the coining Legislature Is concerned. Up 
to the present time It has been supposed 
that the propositions carried because of 
the preponderance of the yes over the 
nay vote cast on the proposition,. but the 
official canvass indicated that this is not 
the case. When the figures on the vote 
bad been compiled It was found that 
while the propositions had a majority of 
the votes where the voters had express- 
ed themselves, neither could muster o 
mn jority of the votes cast Secretary of 
Stuto Itose Bald the, propositions should 
have a majority of all the votes cast to' 
bo of effect and announced that he would 
report the propositions ns defeated.. Tn 
this he was supported by the opinion of 
the Attorney General, in -which the treas- 
urer and auditor acquiesced. Of course, 
tho vote Is merely directory and not man- 
datory In any event, but the officials hold 
that it is without even this element un- 
less It Is. the expression of the majority 
of those, who vote ut the Election. Tho 
number of votes for Treasurer was 850,- 
H7Ij and Is the greatest number of votes 
cast at the election. Therefore, a major- 
ity, 'vote on the proposition from tho 
standpoint of the board would be 421),- 
088. On tho Initiative apd referendum 
proposition the vote was: Yes, 428,409; 
no, 87,054. On the local option proposi- 
tion It wns: Yes, 31)0,075; no, 83,377. On 
tx>th these propositions a majority of the 
voters failed to go on record either one 
way or the otla-r. The proposition la fa- 
vor of electing Senators by direct vote 
of the people went through. The vote 
on this was: Yes, 451,310; no, 70,070; ma- 
jority, 374,344, and a majority of over

bert licit-/,, was. crossing from the other 
side of the street, Kesncr, who was In 
the lead, evidently did not see the buy. 
When Kesner wns within twelve feet of 
him young Ethrldge took deliberate aim 
and fired one shot from a double-barreled 
shotgun loaded with No, shot. Kcsncr 
received the charge full In the face nnd 
brenst and fell to the ground, asking who 
his assailant was. As Kesncr fell his 
three friends started to his side,- but Eth- 
rldge, who had reloaded his gun, raised 
It to his shoulder and cried: "Stand back 
or I'll shoot yon, too." For several min- 
utes tlie boy 'stood guard over his vic- 
tim, permitting no one to go to his relief.

CROPS THRIVE IN ILLINOIS. 

Weather Bureau Report* Condition* 

, for November Ueucrnllj Good. 

.The Illinois weather bureau has Issued ' 
a' crop and climate bulletin for Novem- 
ber, It 'follows: Unseasonably worm 
weather prevailed over die State until 
the 25th or the 20th,' when a change to 
decidedly cooler occurred in all sections,. 
nnd the temperature remained In 1ho' , 
vicinity of the freezing point from that 
time until the close of the month. Tho 
rainfall wns ample nnd well distributed 
over the northern and central dlstrlcte 
throughout the month, and good oppor- 
tune rains fell In the southern district 
during the last ten days. The 'month n& 
n whole was very favorable for all kinds 
of farm work, though in a few localities, 
the ground has been too dry and In others 
too wet for' plowing. Whent Is reported! 
to be In exceptionally fine condition' hi 
the northern half of the State nnd la 
fair condition in the southern. The acre- 
age was greatly reduced In the northern 
nnd central districts, due. correspondents 
state, partly to fear of HesBlnn fly, hut 
mostly to the delay In plowing snd seed- 
ing caused by unusually wet weather la- 
the fall. In the southern portion of the 
state the early sown whent Is Injured to-, 
a considerable extent by the Hessian fly 
and In some counties by rust The condi- 
tion of rye is everywhere excellent, but 
the acrenge of this crop, too, Is less than 
it would have been had more favorable 
conditions for plowing and seeding ob- 
tained in the- fall. The work of securing 
the corn crop Is still In progress, but 
nenrtng completion, and favorable reports 
as to the yield and quality continue. 
Some of tlie cars are still soft and somo 
fodder too damp to shred, while further. 
slight. Injury from 'molding and growing 
In shock 1b reported In some parts of the 
northern and central districts.

The next three Congresses ivoro nil 
Democratic, and Mr. Heed became the 
recognised leader of the minority, twice 
receiving the Itepubltcnn caucus nomi- 
nation for Speaker.

"I deny your right, Mr.; Speaker, to 
count me present," shouted Representa- 
tive McCrciiry of Kentucky. 

Mr, Reed .answered: "The ehnlr Is 
merely making a statement of tho fact 
that the gentlemen Is present. Docb ho 
deny it?" 

For two days he refused to' permit an 
nppeal to the .House from his decision, 
but when the appeal enme bo was sus- 
tained, and so Ihoronglily did he make 
his point that In succeeding Congresses 
with ttio Democrats In power his rule 
was maintained,

the right of the majority to transact 
business, *.nnd more than that. It made' 
the majority assume full responsibility
